There hasbeen very Uttle change 
in the. number of farms in the 
county during the. 1940-50 period. 
There were 1,983 in- 1050, as com- 
pared to 1,977. in1945 and 1,987 in 
1940... ; . : 

Average size of these farms is 
182.6 acres, Compared to 184.7 ‘in °45 
and 180.5 ten years.ago. When land 
values are considered, the ratio of 
change is much more: appreciable. 
The. average value. of land. and 
buildings in 1945 was $27,113. or 
$148.81. per acre. In 1950 the average 
farm value had zoomed to $42,883
